CLEVELAND IN CONNECTICUT, 


The Next President Enthuses the Nutmeg 
State. 

Armaxy, October 30.—Governor Cleveland, 
accumpanied by Private Secretary Lamont 
and Eiivtent Geneve! Farnsworth, drove from 
the executive mansion in a closed carriage, 
shortly before ten this morning, to the Boston 
and Albany road station, where they took the 
regular tram for Pittsfield. There was no 
demonstration of any sort, in accordance 
with Governor Cleveland’s expressed desire. 

In Pittsfield, Mass., it having been learned 
that Governor Cleveland would pass through 
Pittsfield, en-route from Albany via the 
Housatoric railroad to New Haven, (theugh 
by many the report was considered to be ttm- 
f.unded) more than 1,000 persons were at the 
depot to meet him. The governor’s stay 
bere of half hour was celebrated by 
cheering, music and cannonading. Twenty- 
five citizens of New Haven, including Con- 
gressman Mitchell, Mayor Lewis and other 
pre minent men, met Governor Cleveland at 
this place, and the selectmen ol] the town and 
leading demotrats were his escort from the 
Boston and Albany cars to the special train 
on the Housatonic railroad. It was with dif- 
ficulty that a way was made for him through 
thethrong. He seemed greatly pleased by 
the reception, which was entirely unexpected. 
When introduced by George N. Dutton, of the 
Berkshire independent association, asthe next 
president, his attempt to speak was de- 
fe ated by the cheering of the 
crowd. He appeared on the 
platform of the car and bowed his thanks to 
the enthusiastic crowd. Everybody went 
through the car shaking hands. The train 
moved off with bands playing, cannon: firing 
and great cheering.

In Bridgeport, Conn., Governor Cleveland 
arrived by the special train at 4:20 p, m. in 
company with delegates from New Haven and 
Bridgeport. <A crowd of about 2,000 gathered 
atthedepotand a salute of 100 guns were 
fired on his arrival. He was escorted to the 
Atlantic botel, where a reception was held 
till 5:15, wheu he left by a special train for 
New Haven. He will return about 9:30 
o’clock this evening and attend the demo- 
eratic rally at Barnum rink, after which he 
will take a special train for Albany. 

THE RECEPTION -IN NEW HAVEN. 

New Haven, October 30.—In this city the 
rain bad fallen heavily throughout. All the 
srrangements for the day had been completed, 
but they ended after aJl in total cancellation. 
At 10 o’clock in the morning all idea of a pa- 
rade had been given up. Atthe Union depot 
at 2 o'clock, the crowds began to pour 
in. At 3 o’clock over 3,000 
people surged in and out of the depot, await- 
ing Governor Cleveland’s arrival. Despite 
the heavy down pour, the multitude pressed 
upon the platform, and when the news of the 
errival of Governor Cleveland, at Bridgeport, 
was received, the excitement of his drenched 
admirers visibly mereased. The special train 
left Bridgeport at 5:15, but the announcement 
ef this fact was made only to be followed by 
bogus telegrams stating that the bad weather 
would prevéeut the governor’s arrival at New 
Haven, but the crowd = at the 
depot would not be disappointed, 
and its patience met its reward. The special 
frcm Bridgeport rolled into the depot some 
moments before 6 o'clock. 

THE GOVERNOR'S ARRIVAL. 

There was a struggle for positions of advan- 
tage, sober and straight citizens caeered them- 
selves hoarse in the mad rush. The crowd 
was practically beyond control and the en- 
thusiasm: was almost frenzied. Inside the 
depot even the lunch counters wefe appropri- 
aied tor standing room, and all the while an 
army of hacks tore down from the city’s 
center, and deposited fresh additions to the 
welcomers. When the police had eleared a 
passageway, Governor Cleveland descended 
from histrain. Cheer after cheer rang through 


crowds grasp 


the depot, and the struggle to get a glimpse of 


the governor was rewarded by men wild with 
enthusiasm. Governor Cleveland, with Colo- 
pel Lamont and General Farnsworth, of his 
stafl, was followed to his carriage by ex-Gov- 
ernors Charles R. Ingersoll and James E. 
English, ex-Mayor ng R. Robertson 
Congressman Charles L. Mitchell, Alonzo 
Troupe and a acore of other prominent demo- 
ecrats, and driven immedfately to the New 
Haven house, where ve 3 gd was served. It 
was finally decided*to hold the reception at the 
cily hall. Here, at 9 o’clock, the corridors 
were filled with an audience such as has been 
rarely seen in New Haven. The committee 
in charge could hardly keep back the surging 
tide of enthusiastic humanity. Soon the fa- 
miliar face of the governor was seen on the 
staircase. The cheers which went up were 
deafening. From the first fioor to the vaulted 
roof the cry of welcome broke forth egain and 
ag@n. 

THE LEVEE. 

The crowds pressed forward, and were mar- 
shaled one by one past the visitor. 
them were allowed to press his hand, some 
were not So anxious was each man in the 
crowd to get a chance to see the governor that 
order could not be enforced for some time, 
and it was only when a squad of police arrived 
that the hands-shaking was made compara- 
tively easy. 

At 8:30 the crowd increased and the gover- 
nor, with forhead covered with perspiration, 
was escorted to the mayor’s office and allowed 
to sit down. He complained of the strain to 
which he had been subjected: ‘My arm,” he 
said, with asmile, ‘‘is stiff from this cordial 
hand-shaking. 1 will certainly carry away 
with me a good.opinion of New Haven’s 
strength. If you democrats vote like you 
shake hands, there can be no resisting you.’ 
Brief introductions followed, Mayor Lewis do- 
ing the honors of his oflice. 

THE RETURN TO THE DEPOT. 

When the city hall was comparatively clear- 
ed, the band, which had been playing at fre- 
quent intervals, formed in front of the build- 
ing, and hundreds of citizens, despite 
the rain and mud, formed into = an 
escort to attend Governor Cleveland 
on his way tothe Bridgeport train. It was 
absolutely impossible tor Governor Cleveland 
te make the briefest of speeches during his 
visit to New Haven. Atter supper at the New

BLAINE IN BROOKLYN, 


The Ladies Crowd in to See the Hero of the 
Secret Marriage. 

Brooxtyn, N. Y., October 30.—Mr. Blaine 
held an informal reception at the Mansion 
house in this city this afternoon, at which 
hundreds of people were present to see him. 
This evening he was given a reception at the 
Academy of Music by the ladies of Brook- 
lyn, which was largely attended. The hall 
waserowded and many persons were turned 
away. The assemblage was principally eom- 
posed of women, though a great many men 
were present. Rev. Dr. Bebrends introduced 
Mr. Blaine, who’ was warmly received, every- 
body. rising and cheering. Mr, 
Blainé addressed the assemblage in a 
brief speech, im which he dwelt 
upen the strength ofthe influence woman 
wields in politics, and upon: the devotion of 
women to the republican eause and to their as- 
sistance to the party from its birth. He allud- 
ed to that literature which sprang from the 
yen of women, and did eich to concentrate 
that great army of freedom which, in the con- 
Hict that came upon the country,destroyed the 
institution of slavery, and he evoked applause 
by referring to “that lady whose gifted pen im- 
parted spirit and soul to the anti-slavery agi- 
tation when she gave to the world ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.””” He sai@ that the great moral 
strength which inspired the republican party 
for its struggle and triumphs has come from 
the gracious and pure influence of women. 

OTHER DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Mr. Blaine addressed another large audi- 
ence at the academy of music in Brooklyn to- 
night, and from the academy went to the 
Grand opera house, where he made a speech,

$2 A DAY ENOUGH. 


Mr. Blaine Fought the Rights of 
Labor. 

WaBSHINGTON, October 30.—When Mr. Blaine 
was in Obio the fact was widely circulated 
that, in a dispute with the man whe built his 
nansion in this city, he had declared that $2 a 
‘.g@ was enough for any carpenter or journey- 
man and a dollar a day for a common laborer. 
Blaine telegraphed to Washington for a denial 
ot this ass@¢rtion. Secretary McPherson, of the 
republican congressional committee, drew up 
a ilat deniai of the charge, and asked Robert I. 
Fleming, a builder, to sign it. Mr. Fleming 
was one of the two referees to whom was 
referred the contractor’s bill for extra work 
on Blaine’s residence, which was disputed by 
the present ¢andidate. Finding it bearing too 
strong a resemblance tothe more famous in- 
closure in the letter Warren Fisher did not 
burn, Mr. Fleming declined to sign this ready 
made denial, on the ground that he did not 
know its contents to be true. The most that 
Secretary McPherson could get was a simple 
statement, signed by Mr. Fleming and W. B. 
Gray, the other referee, to the effect that they 
awarded Robert Davidson & Co., the builders 
of the Blaine house, $9,783 of a disputed bill 
of about $15,000. Then the Blaine managers 
announced with a flourish that they had a 
com plete denial of all that was charged against 
the man from Maine. 

The facts about the matter are these: The 
Blaine residence, as it stands, cost about $65,- 
00. One of the referees mentioned, says it 
could not be duplicated for less than $90,000, 
Davidson & Co., bid about $50,000 for the job. 
This was several thousand dollars less than 
any other bid. It was made low because 
the principal contractor had some government 
contracts on hand and hoped for tavors in that 
direction through Secretary of State Blaine. 
He lost heavily in. the transactions Many 
changes in the plans for the house were or- 
dered by Blaine as the work proceeded. For 
the extra material and work thus caused, a 
bill was rendered for about $15,000. Mr. 
Blaine refused to pay it, but finally agreed, in 
writing, toabide by the decision of Mesgrs. 
Fleming and Gray. These referees cut the 
bill down to $9,783. Thissum was made up 
of about fifty items. Mr. 
Blaine objected to ach item. 
including those for the pay of carpenters and 
laborers, which were put by the referees at 
the lowest prevailing rates of wages. The ref- 
erees, however refused to make a small allow- 
ance and he had to yield, being bound in 
writing.

During the dispute one of the ref- 
erees told Mr. Blaine that if he paid the ill 
for extras and gave the contractors $5,000 as 
a present, they would not be getting toc 
much tor their work, for they had lost money 
on the job. Blaine replied that he had noth- 
ing to do with the losses of the contractors. 
He believed he was being swindled, he added, 
and he had no sympathy with the builder.

REPORT OF POSTOFFICE INSPEC- 
TOR SHARPE, 


The Losses Which Have Taken Piace in the Depart- 
ment Last Year--Letters Misplaced and 
Money Stolen--McCulloch and Gresham 
Receive Their Commissions, Etc. 


Wasninoron, October 30. — The national 
academy of science has recently been consid- 
ering the question of consolidation of the vari- 
ous scientific bureaus of the government, with 
a view of making a report upon the total sub- 
ject to the commission appointed by congress 
at the lust session, to inquire into- the organi- 
zation and work of these bureaus. The aca- 
demy has prepared its report, and will sub mit 
itto the commission when the latter meets 
in November. It is understood that the report 
favors the establishment of a new government 
department, to comprise all the scientific bu- 
reaus of the government, including the signal 
service, the hydrographie office,the coast and 
geological surveys, the lighthouse beard, the 
naval observatory, and that branch of the 
army engineers now employed in the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors. 
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LOSSES IN THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


Report of the Chief Postoffice Inspector— 
Letters Lost, Stolen, Etc, 

Wasninoton, October 30.—Chief Inspector 
A. G.iSharp, of the postoflice department, has 
made his annual report, showing the work of 
postoffice inspectors during the last fiscal 
year.@@t appears that the arrests caused by 
inspectors numbered 756, ot which 698 were 
for oflenses which were tried in United States 
courts, and 58 in state courts. Of the former 
class of offenders there were 
56 postmasters, 24 assistant post- 
masters, 31 clerks in post offices, 8 railway 
postal clerks, 25 letter carriers, 25 mail carri- 
ers, 53 burglars and 496 others, charged with 
various offenses. The convictions numbered 
439, and the acquittals 88, while 151 cases are 
awaiting trial. Proceedings were dismissed 
in 14 cases,and 3 forfeitures of bail were taken. 
Three prisoners escaped. In the state courts 
65 proceedings were had, resulting in 33 con- 
victions. In three cases proceedings were 
dismissed, 10 offenders were left to be 
prosecuted by their employers, and 
twelve are awaiting trial. The  in- 
spectors received tor examinatian 50,410 cases 
during the year. The registered cases num- 
bered 4,238, and investigation of 2,501 of these 
cases resulted as follows: Three hundred and 
five of the 945 letters of value, with contents 
stated, were found to have been delivered or 
satisfactorily accounted for, and 622 letters, 
where the value was not given; 220 complaints 
of lost packages were found to have been 
incorrectly made; 190 of the packages lost 
registered package envelopes were 
have reached their address 
in safety. Of the complaints of rifling 255 
were shown to have been falsely made. The 
chief inspector says: ‘‘This class of complaint 
seems to be a growing one. Parties, either pur- 
posely or otherwise, omit to make an inclos- 
ure, and when the letter is received without 
it, although in perfect condition, they stoutly 
persist in claiming that the inclosure was 
made. On the other hand, parties addressed 
frequently attempt, from motives of their own, 
to deny the receipt of inclosures. This state 
of facts makes this.class of complaints exceed- 
ingly difficult to investigate.”’ 

The oflice received 4,127 inquiries relative 
to foreign registered letters, making a total of 
8,365 complaints concerning the registered 
mail received during the year. Of the com- 
Jaints investigated actual’ loss was found to 
oes occurred in 516 cases. ‘Assuming the 
proportion of loss to be as great in the com- 
plaints still undergoing investigation as in 
those investigated, we may state the total loss 
occurring during the fiscal year in the regis- 
tered mail as approximating 672 pieces. Com- 
paring this with the total number of pieces 
registered—-11,246,545—the proportion of loss 
will be seen to be very. small. I 
would add that the losses were from all causes, 
as burning and robberies and other unavoid- 
able casualties.” The amount of money re- 
covered and returned to the owners in 772 reg- 
istered cases was $17,932. Complaints were 
received of theloss of $20,377 ordinary letters, 
of which 14,641 were said to have contained 
inclosures; 12,078 ordinary ay (fourth 
class) were reported as lost. /pon investiga- 
tion 1,809 letters and 1,101 packets were found 
to have eventually reached their destina- 
tion or were otherwise satisfactorily ac- 
counted for. Four hundred and sixty-seven 
postoftices were robbed, 278 destroyed by fire, 
23 highway robberies of mail were reported, 
and 24 postal cars were burned. The miscel- 
laneous cases numbered 4,870. They were of 
a confidential nature, and resulted in the col- 
lection fsom delinquent postmasters and others 
of money, fines ond penalties aggregating 
$26,927. The whole number of foreign cases 
of loss reported was 7,654, more than 1,300 
originating with Great Britain and nearly 1,400 
with Germany.

ALSUAMA AGRICULTURE. 


An Interesting Synopsis of the State Com- 
missioner’s Report. 

AUBURN, Ala., October 30.—{Special.}—Commis- 
missioner E. C, Betts of the agricultural depart- 
ment Of the state of Alabama has now in its 
bands of the printer, a general description 
of the state of Alabama, with the character of the 
various #0ils, and . vegetable and _horti- 
cultural productions, ete. In this publication the 
commissioner reproduces a series of tables from 
the census reports of 1550, 1860, 187and 1880, from 
a comparison of which he deduces the following 
conclusions: 


That the organization of labor under the now 
extinct slave system constituted with reference to 
the end to which it was directed the most effective 
labor system that Las ever existed. That the sev- 
era] states of the south, and especially the cotton 
states, were under that system, the most com plete- 
ly self sufficing communities that ever existed. 
instituting ®& comparison between the state of 
llimois. which entered the union about the same 
time with Alabama, he undertakes to show that 
in the Bumber of swine in the value of all live 
stock, im the value of domestic manufacturers, 
and value of all animals slaughtered, the per 
capita valuation was largely in favor of the latter 
state. That this tide of prosperity, actual and 
comparative, continued up to and C ieiien the 
resuits Of the census of 1860. The state of Ala- 
bama having during the period elapsing between 
1850 and 1860, nearly 20 per cent to the amount of 
land In cultivation, and a proportional product of 
agricultttral values. 

He then makes an exhibit of the results of south- 
ern industry since the war as indicated by the 
census returns of 1870 and 1880. He shows that 
whilst theamount ofland brought into cultiva- 
tion between 1850 and 1860 was nearly fifty per 
cent increase upon that of the former period, the 
whole amount of land in cultivation in 1880 was 
2 fraction less than that in cultivation in the dou- 
ble decimal period of 1860. He then demands to 
know what is the missing factor that has disap- 
peared in those two periods, the one of unexam- 
pica prosperity, the ether of almost abject poy- 
erty. Whilst the publication is issued in the in- 
terest Of immigration and consequently not ad- 
dressed to the people of the state, itis plain to see 
that in the opinion of the commissioner no im- 
provementin the existing agricultural solution 
can be leoked for without such a change of cir 
cumstancesas willin effect convert the present 
system Of tenure from yearto year into a more 
permanent tenure, or the introduction of a class 
ol immigrants who possess a sufficient capital to 
purchase small tracts ofland to be eultivated by 
theirown hands and to provide the necessary farm 
equipments and subsistence for the current year. 
He states the amount of land as actually coutribu- 
ting to the products of agriculture as less than 
one-third of that embraced in farms upon which 
taxes are paid, and less than one-fifth of the 
whole area of the state. 

ile concludes by stating that the change in the 

itcome Of agricultural operations is to be ac- 
eounted for by the absence of the necessary capi- 
tail, but More especialy to the absolute disappear- 
ance Of a large proporiion of the labor wail 
under the slave system and the decreased efficien- 
cy of thet now engaged in farming operations.

Ammoniated baking powders—that is ba- 
king powders in which carbonate -of ammonia 
is used as an ingredient, and which exhale an 
oder of ammonia when heated—are classed by 
many eminent physicians.and sanitarians as 
superior to all others. Protessor Hassell, of 
London, who is recognized as highest author- 
ity on the subject of food hygiene, commends 
in the strongest terms the use of carbonate of 
ammonia as aleavening agent, stating its 
great advantage to be in its perfect volatility, 
which permits it to be, by the heat of baking, 
entirely thrown into leavening’ gas whereby 
the bread is raised. The experiment with 
heat would seem to indicate the superior, not 
the inferior, value of such baking powder. 
The little heat that is imparted to it when held 
over. & gas jet, lamp, or stove. suffices, to re- 
solve the carbonate of ammonia into leaven- 
ing gas and throws it off.
